tion, Germany leads the world as far as the wealth and stringency 
of laws and regulations at its disposal to deal with such ques- 


tions is concerned. Yet the notoriously paternal German style 
of administration will have in future to look seriously to its 
laurels, as it stands in a fair way of having to take a back place 
behind our own country. Several laws recently enacted here 
are of a far great severity and decidedly more emphatic in their 
provisions than many of the similar laws at present operative in 
Germany. Take, as examples, the Pure Food and Drugs Act, 
the cocaine and opium enactments, and the regulations tending 
to prevent misbranding. A recent private step undertaken by 
the American Medical Association also comes within this pur- 
view, and is of decided interest to pharmacists. Complaints of 
the evils wrought by quackery and patent medicines are voiced 
by the medical profession in every country, but it must be said 
that these in many cases overstep the mark by attacking in many 
instances perfectly honorable rights of proprietorship. For the 
man who puts up some colored water in bottles and floods the 
country with advertisements ascribing marvelous healing pow- 
ers to his great invention, there can be no excuse, not even the 
plea of faith healing.

The Debt of Medicine We 2 great debt to pharmaceuti- 
to Pharmacy cal research, which is but too of- 

ten overlooked. The preparation 

of pure alkaloids, the production of absolutely pure chemicals 
have placed reliable weapons in the physician’s hand to combat 
disease; but with the achievement of this great step the frontier 
of research was not yet reached. Even the purest active princi- 
ple or chemical salt is not devoid of therapeutical drawbacks; 
with an exact knowledge of the action of a drug came also the 
knowledge of the undesirable secondary effects which follow its 
use, and only too often considerably diminish its healing value. 
Here again pharmaceutical research came to the rescue, and, 
hand in hand with pharmacology, set itself the task to eliminate 
the factors to which these sequele were ascribed. This was ac- 
complished either by effecting a change in the chemical composi- 
tion of some of the active principles of well-known drugs, or by 
presenting a compound in a new combination. But in the opin- 
ion of many the present state of affairs has only served to com- 
plicate the situation. It would seem as if all human endeavors 
to control nature were foredoomed to failure, for instead of 
one drug the doctor is now confronted by a bewildering array of 
substitutes, each presenting some definite advantage, but none 
meeting all requirements. And to this is added the conflicting 
testimony of even eminent authorities as to the respective value 
of each product. This is indeed but a natural sequence. Every 
individual. every case treated presents some different features 
that find expression in the divergencies of action noticed to fol- 
iow the use of the same preparation in different hands. Can it 
be wondered at if the doctor, now at a loss to fix upon the most 
suitable preparation, should lose patience and inveigh against the 


manufacturers for submitting so many variations? The extremist 
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demands the abolition of all synthetical drugs and wishes to see 
the Pharmacopceia occupy the place of sole arbiter. In Germany, 
the home of the manufacturers of new products, it was recently 
proposed to institute a centrai establishment where all new 
preparations should be carefully investigated and only allowed to 


be placed on the market if found really satisfactory.

If Smith chooses to make 
known the fact that he has an excellent preparation of cascara 
is it right that he should be branded as a rascal, trading on the 
weaknesses of his fellowmen? However, the case is materially al- 
tered if he suppresses the real nature of his preparation and 
ascribes to it the property of healing a host of affections; then 
he is acting from base motives, which can be condemned as not 
only sordid, but contemptible and criminal, as he may raise in 
many a sufferer’s breast hopes of recovery which are illusive, if 
the remedy in question is not ultimately detrimental to his 
health.

A TALE OF CATHARSIS. 

HIGHLY interesting contribution to our knowledge of the 

treatment of drug addiction is made by Dr. Alexander 
Lambert in the Journal of the American Medical Association of 
September 25, 1909, an abstract of which appears in the current 
issue of the New York Medical Journal. The rapidity of the 
cure is impressive, but more impressive still is the lavish use of 
cathartics and other means of flushing the alimentary canal and 
A reading of the article is calculated to astound the 
homeopathic practitioner and incite peristalsis in the layman.

R. LAMBERT begins his treatment with four compound 
cathartic pills and five grains of blue mass at one dose, 
followed by an enema of soap suds. When the laxative has be- 
gun to act he administers six to eight minims of what he terms 
the specific, which is composed of a mixture of the old fifteen 
percent. tincture of belladonna, two ounces, and one ounce each 
of fluidextract of xanthoxylum and fluidextract of hyoscyamus. 
With the first dose of this is also given from one-half to two- 
thirds of the usual total daily dose of the drug to which the 
patient was addicted at the time of his treatment; this is divided

F OURTEEN hours after the first dose of the specific has been 
taken the hapless patient gets four more compound cathar- 


‘ic pills, accompanied with five grains of blue mass, and six hours 
later the dose is repeated, though Dr. Lambert graciously allows 
the substitution of four to six of the vegetable cathartic pills of 
the United States Pharmacopoeia, which have been previousiy 
fortified with croton oil, one twenty-fifth minim of the oil being 
added to each pill. He complains that the ordinary stock prepa- 
rations of compound cathartic pills are too dry to be effective, 
so he has fresh masses of the preparation made and put up in 
capsules which, he says, very noticeably increases the effective- 
ness of the pill. To get the best results this is followed by an 
enema of oxgall. Twelve hours after this the second dose of a 
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narcotic is given, followed by more pills and blue mass and an 
ounce of castor oil. 


FTER this heroic purgation it is hardly necessary for the 
doctor to tell us that the patient is left in a relaxed condi- 

tion and needs the administration of a cardiac stimulant. The 
wonder to us is that he survives the treatment at all. Dr. Lam- 
bert is convinced that the method of treatment prescribed by 
him will obliterate the craving for narcotic drugs, and this is all 


he claims for it. But what a tale of catharsis it is.

THE ADVANCE IN RUBBER GOODS. 

URING the past month the prices of rubber sundries have 
been advanced from ro to 15 percent. by manufacturers. 

a fact which many of our readers have had occasion to learn. 
The prices on rubber sundries had already been advanced from 
time to time throughout the past three years. The last general 
advance in prices occurred nearly a year ago and was based 
on a price of go cents to $1 per pound for prime, up-river Para 
rubber. Since that time this grade of rubber has advanced until 
today it is quoted at $2.17 to $2.20 while the lower grades of 
rubber have likewise been advanced in price. We have heard 
much of the new sources of rubber and in fact large quantities 
of the rubber produced from the Mexican weed known as 
guayule have come into the market, helping out the supply of 
iow grade rubbers. Nothing yet has been produced in commer- 
cial quantities, however, which will take the place of prime, 
up-river Para gum for certain lines of work in rubber manufac- 
ture. While the supply of this has been increased in volume 
under the stimulus of the higher price, this increase has by no 


ineans kept pace with the increased demand. 


HE increased consumption of rubber is due to several causes. 
One of these is the tremendous activity in building during 

the past year, which involves the use of large quantities of in-

portant a factor as that in the automobile industry. Conserva- 
live estimates put the output of automobiles in 1910 as 150,000 
more than for 1909. ‘This not only means 600,000 automobile 
tires, but means there will be 150,000 more automobiles using up 
tires. So far nothing has been found which makes a satisfactory 
substitute for high grade rubber in the manufacture of auto- 
mobile tires. Where the safety of a $3,000 machine and the lives 
of the passengers depend upon the quality of the tire, it may 
safely be predicted that the best quality will have the greater 
sale and the best quality cannot be proposed save by the use of 
high grade rubber. ‘The consequence is that the prices of hot 
water bottles, syringes and the thousand and one rubber sun- 
dries handled by the drug trade have been advanced and no 
doubt will be still further advanced in sympathy with the higher 


prices for crude rubber. 


A S a matter of fact the recent advance was not nearly suff- 
cient to recoup the manufacturers, particularly those who 
turn out high grade goods in the manufacture of which prime 
rubber is required. While an advance of 10 percent. might put 
the manufacturer on about a parity with the condition existing 
a year ago in so far as his low grade goods are concerned, an ad 
vance of 30 to 35 percent. would be required to equalize prices on

AMERICAN DRUGGIST AND 
THE PREPARATION OF STERILIZED GELATIN 
SOLUTIONS.

On the European Continent 
used by physicians as a hemostatic. 
in the form of a 10 percent. solution, administered by hypodermic 
injection in severe hemorrhages where the site of the bleeding 
is not amenable to loca! treatment, such as in hemoptysis, gas- 
tric and internal hemorrhage, also in gynecological practice, 
The mechanism of its action does not appear to be quite elucid- 
ated; by some authors it is assumed that gelatin increases the 
coaguiability of the blood. In view of the known action of lime 
salts on the blood, it is interesting to note that Zibell found 
calcium to be a constant constituent of gelatin, which contains 
on an average about 0.6 percent. 

However, the preparation of a sterilized solution of gelatin 
demands not only the customary care to be observed in the 
preparation of the hypodermic injection, but also requires the 
greatest precautions as regards the innocuity of the gelatin em- 
ployed. The fatal results that have been observed to follow the 
use of gelatin still harboring tetanic poison have largely con- 
tributed toward creating a certain amount of suspicion so far 
as its subcutaneous cxhibition is concerned. This fact renders 
the preparation of gelatin solutions not only a difficult operation, 
but indeed a source of anxiety to manufacturer and physicians, 
one firm (Merck), in order to ensure a really faultless product, 
takes the precaution of preparing itself the gelatin from the 
bones and connective tissue of certified healthy animals, recently 
slaughtered. A contrast between two methods of preparation 
will best illustrate the difficulties to be encountered. The fol- 
lowing is that adopted in the pharmacy of K. J. Kresling, of 
St. Petersburg : 

One hundred grammes of best gelatin are dissolved by the 
aid of heat in 1,000 grammes of water; if the solution has an 
acid reaction it 1s neutralized by the addition of alkali. On 
cooling to about 104° F., the white of an egg is beaten up with 
a part of the solution, and this is ‘added to the whole. To coag- 
ulate the albumin thus added, the flask with the solution is placed 
in a current of steam for about twenty-five minutes, and then in 
an autoclave at 217 to 221° F. for five to eight minutes. The 
clear solution is now filtered, preferably in the autoclave in a 
current of steam, and sufficient water is added to the filtrate to 
produce 1,000 grammes, and 08 gramme of sodium chloride as 
well. The solution is now filled in well sterilized ampuls of 25 
or 50 Ce. capacity. In sealing the ampuls care must be taken to 
avoid letting the solution come into contact with the part ex- 
posed to the flame. The sealed ampuls are now sterilized for 
about half an hour in steam on three successive days. To control 
their sterility the ampuls are placed in an incubator at 98° F. for 
two days, after which they must show no signs of growth. 

The method prescribed by the Swiss Pharmacopeeia on the 
other hand demands of the modern pharmacist the application of 
bacteriological tests in the preparation of a gelatin solution for 
hypodermic use, and aptly demonstrates the great care required 
in the manufacture of an irreproachable product. 

First of all the gelatin has to be tested for the absence of 
pathogenic bacteria. For this purpose 20 percent. solutions of 
various samples of gelatin are prepared and 4 to 5 Ce. are in 
jected into a series of guinea pigs. The samples that cause 
death of the animals may not be used. With other samples of 
the gelatins under trial an ordinary 10 percent. culture gelatin 
is prepared and filled in tubes. These are evacuated, melted up 
and placed in an incubator at 98° F. for eight to ten days. From 
the contents of each tube 1 Cc. is injected subcutaneously into 
a guinea pig. If the animals show symptoms of tetanic poison- 
ing or of the presence of the excitor of malignant cedema, these 
gelatins are also to be rejected. Having, after these preliminary 
trials, found a preparation that has stood these tests, a 10 percent. 
solution in normal saline is prepared. This is boiled, then filtered 
and filled into tubes of 10 to 100 Cc. capacity, which are then

melted up. The tubes are now sterilized in an autoclave at 212° 
F. for fifteen minutes on three successive days, and between the 
periods of sterilization are left in an incubator at 98° F. After 
the last sterilization in the autoclave the tubes are stored in an 
incubator, at 98° F. for one week, whereupon those tubes showing 
growths are to be rejected. The tubes are now stored for one 
month before being again tested. Samples of the series thus 
prepared are taken and 5 Cc. injected into guinea pigs, and 0.5 


Ce. into mice. If the animals remain healthy, the gelatin solution 


of this series may be considered sterile and may now be issued. 

The method of the Swiss Pharmacopeeia may serve to illus- 
trate the range of knowledge and technique required of the up- 
to-date pharmacist in his réle of adjutant to the physician, but 
under these circumstances few will feel inclined to assume the 
risk attending some oversight in the preparation of this remedy, 
and likely to be fraught with fatal results

By attractive I 
mean clean, neat, orderly, well 
lighted. It goes without saying that 
these features impress a woman 
more keenly than a man_ because 
her life is partly made up of tasks 
involving the cleaning and arrang- 
ing of things that go to furnish a 
house and help to make it home- 
like, from the scouring of kitchen 
utensils to polishing the mahogany 
of the piano. If the shelf-ware 
and show-cases of are 

dusty she will see it and put it down to lack of enterprise. 

The personality of the proprietor and his clerk means much 
to customers, whether men or women, but particularly to women, 
because of that peculiar characteristic of their makeup known 
as intuition. Though it is a matter not entirely within our own 
control, still a pleasing personality can be cultivated to some 
extent. A man should be courteous and_ dignified. 
Where medicines are handled that may mean life or death there 
should be no flippancy. A man needs to be clean in character, 
not intemperate or immoral. He should not greet a customer 
in an indolent or indifferent manner. 

Naturally he should not be ignorant of his profession or his 
business; he should be ready at all times to give information 
concerning his goods, but it should be done without pretense, 
with no appearance of more and better education than he really 
possesses; in short, “no bluff.” Neither should he show a su- 
perior attitude toward people with less education than himself, 
or be too patronizing in his manner when dealing with children. 
Though women are not credited with having a very great amount 
of business intelligence, yet the pharmacist who is not straight- 
forward in his business methods is pretty sure to be known and 
avoided by them. He should not be a “knocker”; he should not 
run down his competitor nor gloomily say there is no profit in 
the drug business. 

Another point that must be considered is promptness. He 
should not keep a customer waiting unless it is necessary and 
then he should explain that it cannot be avoided. Apropos of 
the waiting customer, he should provide seats unless his estab- 
lishment is frequented by loafers, in which case he will not often 
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be troubled by women. When the prescription or other goods 
is ready it should be in a neat package and he should not be so 
‘chary of words that he will say “thanks,” instead of “thank you,” 
or forget that courtesy entirely. 

Freedom from loafers is another strong point appealing to 
women, and this applies to the outside of the store as well as 
to the interior. Nothing is more disgusting to a woman than 
to be obliged to run the gauntlet of smoking, expectorating in- 
dividuals who apparently begrudge every inch of space they 
yield for her passage, all the while indulging in a stare that sizes 
her up from the toe of her shoe to the crown of her head. So 
much for the doorway. Inside the same rule holds again. No 
matter if she does not object to smoke, even if every man in 
her own family smokes, she does not appreciate as an atmos- 
phere a blue haze, the while she encounters another prolonged 
stare and knows that they are listening with all their ears. It 
doesn’t matter whether she has come to have a prescription filled 
or to buy face powder—still she feels the same. So if a man 
does not want to kill his business as far as the women are con- 
cerned he must keep his establishment free from loafers. 

One thing more that will surely lose a pharmacist the patron- 
age of women is a trade in liquor. If it were possible to possess 
all of the good qualities enumerated and none of the bad ones, 
this one feature alone would be sufficient to keep women away. 
Is it necessary to ask why? The average woman believes a 
saloon in name .o be as honorable a calling as the same business 
under the name of a drug store. 

Perhaps on the whole this is saying more about what a drug 
store should not be than what it ought to be, but sometimes 
it is easier and more to the point to express things in a negative 
way than positively, thus making the contrast between the desira- 
ble and the undesirable the more vivid. 





CAN THE AVERAGE PHARMACIST UNDERTAKE TO 
MAKE ANALYSES OF URINE WITH PROFIT ?*

The chemical and the bacteriological examinations of urine 
have come to play an important part in the diagnosing of dis- 
ease; and too much stress cannot be laid on the necessity for 
careful work in this line. From the nature of the pharmacist’s 
calling and his preliminary training he is supposed to be thor- 
oughly familiar with the handling of reagents; and the intrica- 
cies of the microscope are supposed to be no mysteries to him. 
Hence, fundamentally, the pharmacist is well equipped to handle 
this kind of work. But beyond this he requires a special train- 
ing which is of paramount importance in the execution of such 
examinations. and careful preparation along a special line should 
precede the undertaking of uranalysis by the pharmacist. A 
course of histology and pathology are almost indispensable, while 
proper mechanical equipment is of necessity one of the first re- 
quirements before beginning to cater to the analytical needs of 
the physician. Yet both these requirements are within easy reach 
of the pharmacist. The medical schools willingly open their 
doors for special courses, and a small financial outlay will equip 
a good working laboratory. 

Given then these fundamental requirements, the pharmacist 
must proceed in his analytical work with at least as much care 
as he would devote to prescription work. Check tests should be 
made in all cases and every precaution taken against errors or 
wrongful deductions in the microscopical work. Differentiations 
between blood and pus cells, the recognition of the various forms 
of epithelium, the classification of bacteria are the results only 
of careful and painstaking work, and unless the pharmacist is 
willing to take this work seriously he had better refrain. The 
pharmacist who has prepared himself for this work, both by 
mental and mechanical equipment can profitably undertake the 
examination of urine. The result to him will be financial gain 
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and higher professional standing. The average pharmacist, un 
prepared, not especially trained, would do better to leave this 
kind of work alone. 
DETANNATING WINE.?! 
By Wirsur L. Scovi.te, 
Detroit, Mich. 

There are two reasons for desiring a wine free from tannin. 
First, to obtain a vehicle for alkaloids and alkaloidal drugs 
which will not precipitate the alkaloids as tannates, and second 
to prevent discoloration when such preparations are mixed with 
tincture of iron. The last result can best be accomplished by 
using the tincture of citrochloride of iron or by adding a soluble 
citrate. This prevents discoloration also with other substances 
than tannin which discolor in contact with iron solutions. 

Of the methods which have been proposed for removing tan- 
nin from wines, gelatin has probably received the most atten- 
tion. Success with this method depends upon using the gelatin 
in a fine powder—not an easy procedure—and upon keeping the 
wine under 60° F. to prevent partial solution of the gelatin. 
Frequent shaking is also necessary. Under the best of condi- 
tions a wine may be deprived of its tannin sufficiently to be 
used as a vehicle for alkaloids, but such treated wine will usually 
discolor with iron. The time required is two days to two 
weeks, depending upon the fineness of the gelatin and the fre- 
quency of shaking. 

The use of freshly precipitated ferric hydroxide produces a 
wine which will neither precipitate alkaloids nor discolor with 
iron solutions, but the method is tedious and wasteful. The 
wine is diluted, and flavor and aroma are lost in the treatment. 
Unless the natural acids in the wine are neutralized before treat- 
ment the method is ineffective, and a wine so neutralized cannot 
be entirely restored to its original flavor. 

The use of calcium hydroxide, which forms an_ insoluble 
compound with the tannins, is open to the same objection, and 
is certain to decompose some of the ethers in the flavor. 

Violin strings and hide powder have been proposed. These 
are effective in proportion to the amount used and the shaking. 
Both are expensive. 

Milk has been frequently recommended as a clarifying agent 
for medicated wines, but I do not find any record of its use 
as a detannating agent. In the course of a recent study of the 
detannating methods, milk proved to be not only the most con- 
venient agent, but quite as effective as any. Since the milk 
proteids are the essential agents, a skimmed milk is quite as 
effective as a fresh milk. 

It was found that with several varieties of white wines on 
which the process was tried, five fluidounces of milk per gallon 
of wine was needed. A port wine required eight ounces of 
milk per gallon. The absence of tannin in each case was ascer- 
tained by the absence of a precipitate with a strong solution of 
strychnine sulphate after twenty-four hours in an_ ice-chest. 

The following process is recommended: To one gallon of 
white wine add five fluidounces of (skimmed) milk, shake well, 
and set aside for forty-eight hours, shaking once or twice dur- 
ing that time. Then filter off a small sample, mix it with an 
equal volume of 2 percent. strychnine sulphate solution, and set 
in an ice-chest for twelve to twenty-four hours. If at the end 
of that time no precipitate is apparent in the test, the rest of 
the wine is ready for filtration. If a precipitate appears in the 
test, more milk must be added and the maceration repeated, 
usually one or two more ounces of milk being sufficient, 

For red wines use eight ounces of milk per gallon at the 
start, and test in the same way. 

The wines so treated must contain not less than 18 percent 
of alcohol after filtering, and must be immediately fortified i 
below this strength. 

The flavor and aroma of the wines are not materially affect- 
ed, but the color is made lighter. Darkening will occur if ferric 
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chloride be added, but much less deeply than in the untreated 
wine. 

No originality is claimed either for the process or the use of 
milk as a detannating agent, the purpose of this paper being 
simply to publish the author’s experience in this line. 





OBSERVATIONS ON COMMERCIAL TINCTURES OF 
IODINE.! 
By AcNes DuNNING AND L. E, SAyreE. 

Since the enactment of the Food and Drug Law some atten- 
tion has been given to the examination of preparations such as 
the retail druggist is likely to make for himself. Among such 
preparations there have been sent to the drug laboratory by the 
inspectors tincture of iodine taken from different parts of the 
State of Kansas. On examination of these it was rather sur- 
prising to find great variation of strength. A few were stronger 
than the official, but most of them that did not conform to the 
U. S. P. standard were below—some far below—that standard. 
It was claimed that these latter had lost iodine by evaporation 
through the stopper. 

In the Bulletin of the Board of Health it has been shown 
that out of 130 samples of tinctures of iodine examined, 21 per- 
cent. were either 100 percent. or over of the official standard, 
10 percent. were between 90 and 100 percent., 18 were between 
80 and go percent., 15 were between 70 and 8o percent., 12 were 
between 60 and 70 percent., 11 were between 40 and 50 percent., 
and 9 were between 30 and 4o percent. Many samples con- 
tained no potassium ‘iodide. To find such variability in a 
preparation so easily made is rather surprising to say the least. 
The results of the analysis were complained of by some on the 
ground that the samples had been collected in cork-stoppered 
bottles, which it was stated decomposed the iodine. It should 
be stated in this connection that wherever the tincture was of 
the official composition, that is, contained the potassium iodide, 
the cork was comparatively unaffected, but where this salt was 
not present the cork was slightly attacked. Since the question 
of the advisability of using cork-stoppered bottles for collecting 
samples has been raised, it seems safe to say that if the prepara- 
tion is of the official composition (if it contain potassium 
iodide), the objection does not hold good. The fact is, one can 
tell immediately when the sample is of official compoSition, and 
when it is not, by the appearance of the cork stopper from the 
bottle containing the sample. If it is attacked it contains no 
potassium iodide. 

To study this corrosive action of the preparation on cork some 
130 samples of these tinctures, as they came to the laboratory, 
were kept for nine months in corked bottles. It was found that 
the concentration of iodine was progressive, and so was the cork 
disintegration. In some cases the cork would be entirely de- 
stroyed; often it was found scarcely adhering to the lip of the 
bottle; later it would drop into the liquid, and finally become 
entirely disintegrated and suspended in the liquid. In those sam- 
ples in which potassium iodide was present the corks were not 
entirely unaffected, but the difference in corrosive action was very 
marked. Examination of the deteriorated tinctures showed the 
presence of ferrous iodide. 

It may be well to state in passing that some parallel experi- 
ments with rubber stoppers were made. The rubber showed 
marked changes. Some parts of the rubber were hard and vitri- 
fied. In the cavity formed were layers of rubber in the form of 
rolls produced by a constricting action. Beyond the vitrified parts 
the rubber was of soft consistence. To study the effect of time 
on tinctures of iodine bottled with cork stoppers, numerous 
samples were stored in a cupboard near the ceiling of the labora- 
tory, where the temperature often ranged from 25° to 28° C. The 
effect of time unmistakably indicated that, whether potassium 
iodide were present or not, there was a tendency toward a concen- 
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tration of iodine content. In some cases where the cork was 
badly affected, and pieces fallen into the solution, there was some 
diminution of strength. The old tinctures in which there were 
present the cellulose iodide (?), the end reaction with sodium 
thiosulphate was yellowish, but with starch solution the end 
point was sharp and easily obtained. 

To determine the character of the deterioration of the official 
tincture, samples of the U. S. P. tincture were distributed in 
various stoppered bottles. These were subjected to conditions 
such as the preparation is apt to meet in the hands of the pharma- 
cist. 

It would prolong this paper unduly to give in detail the results 
obtained from the numerous samples thus subjected; suffice it to 
say that these experiments confirmed the former observations, 
namely, that the tendency is toward an increase in the iodine 
strength. Titration of the samples after a month’s exposure 
showed that there was a concentration of the iodine content. 
But for ten days there was practically no concentration. 

These few experiments seem to indicate that the official 
tincture of iodine can be safely transported to the laboratory for 
analysis, and the legality of such analysis should not be ques- 
tioned, because of the cork stopper. It further shows that if 
the sample on analysis indicates a deficiency in strength, this 
cannot be due to the age of the sample nor to the cork stoppered 
container. The objection to the glass stoppered container is too 
well known, for a preparation of this kind, to need description. 
In Kansas these containers were tried and they proved very un- 
satisfactory. It is almost impossible to get a small, glass stop- 
pered bottle, the stopper of which is sufficiently well ground, to 
transport in it this volatile preparation.

In compiling a list of the new remedies imtroduced into 
American pharmacy and medicine during the past twelve month 
your committee was often confronted with problems that could 
not easily be solved. In many instances there were no means 
of ascertaining whether a given preparation was meritorious of 
simply a fraud; neither was there a criterion which would enable 


us to draw a line between a seemingly ethical preparation and 
one whose claims were largely misrepresentations 

After a careful study of the subject your committee saw. fit 
to discard as ordinary patent nostrums of the Barkola and Mat 
mola type, one half of the six hundred new remedies which were 
placcd on the markets both here and in Europe during the year 
just passed, and has admitted to its list nearly three hundred 
(against eighty-six in 1908) new remedies, many of which are 
detinite chemical compounds, some of a quasi-chemical nature, 
a considerable number decidedly ethical preparations and a good 
many of questionable composition and doubtful therapeutic value. 

It was the object of your committee in submitting this list 
to make it as complete as possible in order that it might serve 
the pharmacist a useful purpose, should he desire to consult it 
when called upon to supply a remedy of which he knew but 
little or nothing. In this work it was our endeavor to make the 
proceedings of the N, Y. S. Ph. A 
Al! preparations intended to be used as anes 


a useful book of reference 
to our members 
thetics or otherwise containing cocaine and eucaine but the pres 
ence of which substances their fanciful names do not. reveal, 
are embodied in this list, the mformation being given so that 
the pharmacist might know the character of these compounds 
and not unwittingly commit a felony by dispensing them contrary 
to the law of this state. 

While engaged in this work, the chairman of your committee 
often pondered over the constant increase of medicinal remedies 
that are being literally poured into our drug stores. A druggist 
who has not been actively engaged in the drug business for the 
last few years, upon entering the preseription department of the 
average drug store would find, that half of the names which greet 
his eyes are unknown to him The extent of the  trath 
in mixtures, compounds, chemicals and quasi chemicals, with 
high-sounding and fanciful names, bearing the insignia of thei 
original discoverers or makers, and, purporting to act this ot 
done 


that way, ts rapidly spreading and something must be 


to impede the influx of this material The impetus that this 
trafhe has received since the advent of the coal tar industry and 
its products like acetanilide, synthetic salievlic acid, ete, has been 
wonderfully advanced by the shrewdness of the promoters in 


getting the endorsements of “well known experimenters” (either 
dead or alive, who knows?) of the exploited article, claiming 
distinction and to be entirely different from anything as yet 
produced, On the strength of such endorsements the American 
medical man is quickly influenced and becomes an easy prey and 
eventually the druggist stocks the goods and the deal is done 
In matters of this kind the pharmacist is no longer consulted 
as time is considered wasted in this direction: the only authori 
ties consulted are the Latin and Greek dictionaries for impos 
sible names and prefixes. But the sources are becoming ex 
hausted and T am told that Hebrew and Chaldaic scholars are 
in great demand to search for bombastic names and that when 
their efforts become fruitless, the Chinese literature will be 
ransacked

In the story of the early use of ipecacuanha, Elizabeth Cha 
lotte played a small part. This drug was introduced into Fran 
in 1672 by a man named Le Gras (or Legros), who had ma 
three trips to America and returning for the last time fr 
Brazil brought some of it to an apothecary named Claquene! 
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The latter made some experiments with the drug, but it proved 
unsatisfactory, as he used too large doses, It was first success- 
fully employed by Helvetius, a Dutch physician living in Paris, 
who for a long time kept it a secret and gained considerable 
wealth and notoriety from the success of his treatment. In 
1688 Louis XIV paid Helvetius the sum of 1,000 louis d'or to 
make it public. In spite of this, some twenty years later a 
Danish physician, Wernigke, found some difficulty in obtaining 
the recipe. An epidemic of dysentery had broken out in a de- 
tachment of Danish troops who were returning from a cam- 
paign in Spain, and Wernigke tried through various friends to 
get hold of the famous remedy of Helvetius. He had little suc 
cess until he appealed to the Duchess of Orleans, who got the 
information wanted through Guy Fagon, the physician to the 
King. She wrote: “The remedy of Helvetius is nothing else 
than a root which comes from the Indies, and is called ipecacu 
anha. It may be obtained in Paris or in Holland. It is admin 
istered as a powder either in wine or bouillon.” She responded 
to his prompt letter of thanks by thanking him for the oppor 
tunity to do “ein gutes Werk.” Holland was for many years 
the principal distributing point of this drug on account of he: 
South American possessions and it is to two Dutch investigators. 
Willem Piso and Georg Markgraf, that we owe the first ex 
tensive study of ipecacuanha. 


HARMPULNESS IN HEADACHE MIXTURES. 


A Farmer’s Bulletin Issued on This Subject—Elfect of Acetanilide 
Antipyrine and Phenacetin Discussed—Medical Statistics. 


(From our Regular Correspondent.) 


Washington, October 7.—The Department of Agriculture has 
issued further results of its studies on the effects of “headache 
mixtures” in the form of Farmers’ Bulletin 377. In this bulle 
tin the subject is introduced with a general discussion of the 
introduction and use of acetanilide, antipyrine and phenacetin as 
medicines, in which it is remarked that 

Acetanilide was introduced as a medicine in 1886. It had been 
known for many years before, but had possessed only a chemical 
and commercial interest. In the summer of 1886 a physician in 
one of the hospitals in Strassburg, Germany, noticed that the ad 
ministration of acetanilide to a patient suffering from fever 
caused his temperature to fall. On giving the drug to other pa 
tients and finding that the fever was reduced in these cases also, 
he reported the results of his observations to other physicians, 
and this was the beginning of the use of acetanilide as a drug. 

Antipyrine was introduced as a medicine in 1884. Its produc 
tion was the result of chemical research, and for many years it 
was made according to a patented process. 

The discovery of phenacetin in 1887 was also brought about 
by chemical investigation. It was the result of laboratory re 
search, carried on with the object of discovering, if possible, some 
agent of the coal-tar class which would reduce fever, and, while 
possessing the desirable characteristics of acetanilide, be free 
from its undesirable effects. The object in view was only par- 
tially attained, however, for phenacetin possesses many of the 
harmful characteristics of acetanilide. 

Unfavorable Symptoms Produced. 

Then the discussion passes to a discussion of the unfavorable 
symptoms produced, in connection with which the report observes 
that: “The unfavorable symptoms produced by these drugs af 
fect principally the heart and circulation and through them other 
parts of the body, and are generally observed as the result of 
their ill-advised use in the form of ‘patent’ medicines for the re 
lief of headache and other forms of pain. The symptom which 
occurs most frequently in poisoning by these drugs is blueness 
of the skin. If the dose taken has not been very large, the dis- 
coloration may be very slight and may affect only a small portion 
of the body. Thus in some persons who habitually use headache 
medicines containing these drugs, all that may be noted is an 
occasional blueness of the lips and mouth and possibly of the 
‘ails and finger tips. If, however, the doses are larger, or are 
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taken more frequently, the blueness may affect the skin of tlre 
whole body. This peculiar effect was noticed by the physicians 
who first administered these remedies, when they were given in 
much larger doses than now, but little attention was paid to it, 
as it appeared to be a passing effect only. Since then, however, 
it has been learned that the bluing of the skin is not a harmless 
manifestation, but is due to destructive changes in the blood 
which are the direct result of the use of the drug, and that it is 
accompanied by impoverishment of the blood. Hence those whe 
take these remedies habitually often suffer from ‘anzemia,’ or thin 
slood, and the symptoms which usually accompany this condi- 
tion— pallor, shortness of breath, palpitation of the heart, mus- 
cular weakness, disinclination to make any exertion, etc.” 

Later the report expresses the opinion that there has been a 
change in the attitude of physicians toward these drugs, their use 
decreasing, and the following summary of results of the inquiry 
is given:

A Patented Ampul Filler. 


We illustrate herewith the Aubrey-Elias pat- 
ent fountain bulb, which can be used for filling 
ampuls in the manner shown in the annexed en 
graving, reproduced from the London Chemist 
and Druggist. ‘The dispenser sterilizes the liquid 
in a flask or other convenient vessel, and by 
pressing the rubber bulb the liquid contained in 
the flask may be forced through the glass tube 
directly into the ampul without fear of contam- 
ination. ‘The bulb consists mainly of an elastic 
bulb connected with a tight fitting central tube, 
forming a capeor stopper. The lower part of the 
bulb (which fits to the neck of the bottle or 
flask) is provided with air channels or perfora- 
tions communicating with the interior of the 
vessel, so as to exert pressure on the liquid there- 
in when the bulb is squeezed by the hand. The 
liquid does not come into contact with the india 
rubber, but is forced by air pressure through the 





glass tube, which can be easily detached for 
cleaning. Besides its use for filling ampuls the 
bulb can be attached to a wash bottle or syringe and enables a 
jet of liquid to be maintained for a considerable time

Allow to 
settle for twenty-four hours, and then run off the lower water 
layer, repeating the washing as long as the wash water still shows 
a coloration with ferric chloride. Pour the contents of the de 
canting vessel into an evaporating dish; then add 200 parts of 
thoroughly dried and finely ground cooking salt; let stand for 
twenty-four hours and filter through paper. The clock oil is now 
ready, and should be filled in brown glass bottles holding about 


ro ounce, which must be corked up well and kept at a cool tem 
perature

is prepared by simply fusing 147.5 parts of chloral hydrate with 
156 parts of menthol on a water bath. It is an oily fluid, insoluble 
in water, capable of forming definite chemical combinations with 
camphor, salol and certain other substances. Chloraldimentho! 
is prepared in aesimilar manner, by fusing 147.5 parts of chloral 
hydrate with 312 parts of menthol, and is also an oily fluid, which 


does not harden on cooling 
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To Estimate the Iodine in Syrup of Ferrous Iodide. ~lhe 
silver nitrate method for the estimation of the iodine in syrup 
of ferrous iodide is open to the objection that it is rendered un- 
reliable by the presence of the chlorides in the sugar and water 
used in the preparation of the syrup. The following method, de- 
scribed in the Apotheker Zeitung, obviates this objection: 5 Ce. 
of the syrup to be tested is placed in a flask of 150 to 200 Ce. 
capacity with 4 Ce. of solution of ferric chloride. This is allowed 
to stand for an hour to an hour and a half, when there is added 
100 Ce, of distilled water and 10 Ce. of phosphoric acid, which 
dissolves the excess of iron perehlorate formed and yields a 
colorless salt. There is then added 0.50 to 1.0 Gm. of potassium 
iodide to dissolve the iodine liberated; it is finally titrated with a 
olution of sodium thiosulphate. 


Quinine Tannate.--Biginelli (Gaz. Chim. Ital.; through 
Vharmazeutische Zeitung, No. 24, 1909) differentiates between 
the true quinine tannate, which is a tasteless substance composed 
of a number of compounds——tetraquinine pentannate, and the bi-, 
tre, tetras, and pentatannates of quinine and the so called: tals: 
quinine tannate, the latter substance not being a true chemical 
compound, ‘Phe true compound may be recognized by the follow 
ing procedure: OF to 0.2 Gm. are moistened with moderately 
strong hydrochloric acid and after a few minutes 2 or 3 Ce. of 
water are added and the mixture is then evaporated to dry 
ness. The residue will be found to be soluble in 20 Ce. of wa 
ter, With the false quinine tannate, which is made with the sul 
phate, free sulphuric acid will be found in the solution. 


New Aphrodisiacs. © the aphrodisiacs formerly em- 
ployed, cantharides was the most important. Of course the use 
of the irritating drugs of this class has long been given up as 
utterly irrational, for as Vecki (American Journal of Urology, 
\ugust, 1909) points out, cantharides is no more an aprhodisty 
than is an attack of acute gonorrhaa with its hypersensitive ten 
deney to erections. Narcotics such as opium or cannabis indica 
are not aphrodisiacs in the sense of heightening sexual powers 
Vhey may, like alcohol, tend to dull the normal inhibitory im 
pulses. The spices such as musk or damiana have no effect. In 
short, there is no drug known which has any direct influence as an 
aphrodisiac, although the ever present demand for such leads to 
the exploitation of innumerable preparations. | Vecki has tried 
several of these new so called aphrodisiacs on healthy indi 
viduals and impotent patients without the slightest effect. Yohim 
bine, which has been highly recommended, was entirely inef 
fectual in his hands. In fact, he warns against its use. He also 
tried muiracithin and utterly discredits that drug for any aphro 
disiac properties. 


The Alkaloids of Dicentra Pusilla. ~—lhe Dicentra pusilla 
(fumariaeor) is an herb which is widely used as a household 
remedy in Japan. Y. Asahina (Jour. of the Pharm. Soc. of 
Japan, 1909, No. 328; through Pharmazeutische Zentralhalle) 
has isolated) from this plant two alkaloids and a_ yellow, 
nitrogen-free erystalline body. This substance is obtained from 
the aleoholic extract by means of ether, after the resins have 
heen removed with an aqueous acetic acid solution. The acid 
aqueous filtrate is then treated with an excess of ammonia and 
the first alkaloid, protopin, is extracted with ether. This sepa 
rates on standing, in the form of white crystals. The second 
alkaloid is obtained from the protopin-free ethereal solution by 
dilution. This substance appears to be identical in solubility, 
color reactions, fusing point and elementary analysis, with the 
hase obtained from Dicentra Formosa by Heyl Phe author has 
called this base dicentrin. The yellow crystalline substance be- 
longs to the methoxyl group and is probably identical with the 
isorhamnetin of Perkin. Elementary analysis gave the formula 
Ci He O It is but slightly soluble in the ordinary solvents, 
but in alkalies forms a dark yellow solution. It chars without 
fusing at 554° I’. Its acetyl derivative forms in white felt like 
needles, which fuse at 386.6° to 390° F. 
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The Adulteration of Nux Vomica with Vegetable Ivory. — 
Attention has been called to the adulteration of nux vomica with 
powdered olive pits. A new adulterant has been noted by 
Planchon and Juillet (Répertoire de pharmacic, No. 6, 1909), in 
the filings of the nut of the Phytelephas Macrocarpa, the coroza 
or vegetable ivory. The characteristic appearance of the canalicu 
lated albumen cellules and the integumentary fibres under the 
microscope serves to distinguish the presence of this substance 


The Bactericidal Action of Light.—Dr. Cappelli (Ace 
med. fisica fiorentina, 1908, February 13; through Les Nouveaux 
remedes, No. & 1009), concludes from his analysis of the bae 
tericidal action of light, that this power resides principally, but 
not exclusively, in those rays which are the most refractable. The 
rays at the red end of the spectrum possess this action to some 
degree, but have a much feebler bactericidal power than have those 


at the violet end. Llis experiments were conducted by testing the 


power of mono, or polychromatic, lights which were passed 


through various colored solutions, and he determined that. this 


power varied with the quality and quantity of the light, and 
inversely with the coefficient of obstruction of the solutions them 
elves 


What Is Cost ? Can You Answer ? 


The ordinary way of finding out cost: figuring rent, salaries, 
labor, transportation and cartage, interest and discount, ete. 
and adding this to purchase price-—-is not good system, henee, 
not good sense, says Butler Brothers’ Drummer It does not go 
far enough, And it is likely to be unprofitable business 

Because-—this puts all merchandise on a dead level as to 
price and kind and quality. It doesn't get a discriminating grip 
on the miscellaneous character as to value, weight and bulk. 
The purchase price of an enamel ware water pail and a pound 
of tea may be the same. But it is going to cost more to sell-— 
that is, to handle—the enamel ware water pail than it will to 
sell that is, to handle--the pound of tea; notwithstanding the 
purchase price is the same in each case. The enamel ware 
water pail will bulk larger—-will cost more in freight, cartage, 
delivery, space taken up in store 

Certainly—and just here's the rub--the merchant cannot price 
each of these items at the percentage advance which he has set 
for his business as a whole to yield above purchase price. If 
that is done, he will be selling the heavier article at too close 
a margin-—perhaps even at a loss, of which he is ignorant— 
while he will be charging an excessive profit on the other in 
order to even up, 

This isn’t good business. In order to strike an even. per 
centage balance, the selling price of the bulky article must be 
advanced above—the other dropped below-—the average. We 
are speaking now, not of what a man will “do as to the pricing 
of leaders—wherein he expects to sell very closely, or even at 
a loss—for some special store event; but of the ordinary, day- 
by-day merchandising. 

lo put it another way: No automatic horizontal raise above 
purchase price straight through the merchandise is going to do 
the business—not if cost and profit are to be correctly figured, 
and the place of leakage found between merchandise account and 
bank account. The thing has got to be done by a sliding scale 
method. 

The conclusion of the whole matter is this: that the mer- 
chant’s selling price—to be intelligent—must be figured in the 
full light of every expense-fact obtainable—how often the stock 
turns, risks, damages, weight, value, bulk—besides the ordinary 
fixed charges the merchant will make for “storekeeping.”’ 

It may be set down as being in the nature of a cinch that, 
whatever cost is, it is not just simple purchase price plus general 
expense charges. 

Price making is a fine art—it’s the finest art the merchant 
has to deal with.

The sale of hydrogen peroxide is rapidly becoming one of 
the most important items in the drug store. The proprietary 
brands that are being exploited are numerous and the adver- 
tising done by the proprietors is of an educational sort that 
increases the consumption steadily. Physicians and dentists are 
continually encouraging the use of H.O: by the lay public, and 
altogether there has been a remarkable growth of the business. 

The wise druggist is taking advantage of this tendency and 
making hay while the sun shines. In addition to the newspaper 
advertising of peroxide it is very profitable for the dealer to get 
up a little pamphlet telling of the various uses to which the 
article may be put in the family. Widespread as has become the 
use of peroxide, the business in it is not yet a tithe of what it 
may be made if the retailers will take up the matter of educating 
their trade. 

It is doubtful if even a fair percentage of people realize what 
a valuable thing peroxide is for use in connection with the pres- 
ervation of the teeth. Its value as a germicide to be kept on 
hand for use in case of the inevitable accident is easily made 
plain and the price for a four ounce bottle is so low that there 
ought to be little difficulty in persuading the average citizen 
to take one home simply to have it on hand as a preventive. 

The manufacturers of the peroxides that are advertised have 
literature that will be supplied free of charge with a quantity 
purchase. It is profitable for the dealer to buy his peroxide in 
bulk, put up his own small packages with a suitable label and 
get out his own advertising.

SELLING SPICES AND FLAVORS.! 
By Joun F. Patron, 
York, Pa. 

It is pretty generally recognized as a fact that the sale of 
these condiments is no longer in the hands of the druggist. And 
yet it is well within the memory of some of the older men in the 
business that this trade was almost exclusively in their hands. 

Endeavoring to get this trade back into its legitimate channel 
suggests a few thoughts on trade conditions. There is but little 
satisfaction in seeking to learn the cause of the departure of so 
much of the trade once almost exclusively.ours. The fact remains 
that others now exploit the field in certain articles which the 
druggist once claimed as his own. 

As spices and flavors are properly a part of pharmacy, enter- 
ing into many medicinal compounds, it seems natural that the 
druggist should be the purveyor of this class of goods to the 
general public. Besides, his education and training make him 
better fitted to judge of the quality of the spices he offers for sale 
than the average groceryman, as he is certainly better qualified 
to prepare the various flavors used in the household than the 
dealer in sugar and coffee. 

It is certainly more satisfactory, as it is more ethical, 
supply the demand for articles so closely allied to pharmacy, and 
which have always been regarded as a legitimate part of the drug 
store stock, than those other goods bearing no relation to the 
business. These days of the over supply of drug stores, with its 
corollary of keen competition, have brought about a condition 
of degrading pharmacy in the multitudinous variety of wares 
styled side lines now so generally found in drug stores. The drug 
store whose existence depends upon the profits accruing from the 
sale of these goods whose character .is so totally foreign to 
pharmacy, is, we fear, having notice served on it by the public 
that as a pharmacy it is no longer needed. Superior quality is the 
one thing that ought to differentiate drug store spices and flavors 
from those of other dealers. 

The superiority of an article is that which lays the strongest 
hold on memory, while the price paid is soon forgotten. There 
are people in every community to whom the quality of an article 
more strongly appeals than the low cost—quite enough of such 
people, if properly handled, to make a very good spice trade for 
the druggist. Having the goods, the next thing is to bring them 
to the attention of the users. 

Sampling, to be effective, ought to be sufficiently liberal and 
in attractive form to make an impression. Put specimens up in 
glass stoppered bottles in a neat case, with printed matter giving 
a brief historical sketch of each spice and the mode of preparation 
of each flavor, and you will at once enlist interest. These samples, 
placed in the family where you know they will be appreciated, 
remain in the household as a perpetual reminder of your store 
and the excellence of your stock. The cost of this way of adver- 
tising isn’t so much to be considered as the permanent character 
of it. 

To those who have a trade with the rural population, a profit- 
able business can be secured in the sale of black pepper during 
the hog butchering season. Granulated potassium nitrate and 
coriander seed also go along with this sort of trade. The ordinary 
ground pepper, with its coarse particles and fine dust, is undesir-

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able, and if your pepper is granulated of uniform size, it appeals 
to the user as something out of the ordinary and is eagerly 
sought.

FIGHT NEW YORK STATE BOARD IN MUNICIPAL 
COURT. 





Assemblyman Conklin Reiterates Before Judge Spiegelberg His 
Contention that the Board Has No Legal Existence as a Pub- 
lic Body—Briels Submitted and Decision Now Expected. 


evidence that the members of the Retail Druggists’ Protec- 
tive Association of Greater New York and other pharmacists of 


Brooklyn who are determined to test the legality of the police 
powers of the New York State Board of Pharmacy, are planning 
to carry their fight into the enemy’s camp was furnished on Thurs- 
30, when the first gun in the battle fired 
by Assemblyman Robert F. Conklin in the Fifth District Muni- 
cipal Court of Manhattan, before Judge Frederick Spiegelberg, 
in the defense of six Brooklyn druggists accused by the board 
of technical infractions of the law. Five of these six druggists 
were members of the Retail Druggists’ Protective Association 
and of the Greater New York Pharmaceutical Society, which are 
especially strenuous in their efforts to put the board out of ex- 
istence, but one of the defendants was not affiliated with any 
pharmaceutical organization of this character. 

Assemblyman Conklin pointed out the fact that the board 
had made it unnecessarily difficult for the accused druggists to 
attend the hearing granted to them by compelling them to go 
to the Fifth District Court in Manhattan, although there are 
many municipal courts in Brooklyn where such action might have 
been brought. On behalf of the Retail Protective 
Association, for which he is counsel, Mr. Conklin said that the 
legal existence of the board was in question and that if this 
body has no legal existence, it naturally has no right to impose 
fines or exercise any police powers. He further said that if the 
board is merely a private body, the proceedings brought by it 
in the actions against the defendants were defective. On the 
ground of defective service, if the board is a private body, he 
maintained that the suits should be dismissed. 

If the board is a public body, the Assemblyman contended, 
the proceedings were equally defective for, according to the 
Code of Civil Procedure, any state board empowered to collect 
fines must present its case through the State Attorney General 
or the District Attorney, and not through a private law firm such 
as that representing the board at the present time. 

Judge Spiegelberg said he would take briefs on the ques- 
tions involved. Such briefs were submitted to him for his con- 
sideration last Tuesday and a decision on the points involved 
may be expected with the ensuing week.

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A FRENCH PHARMACEUTICAL TRAGEDY. 





Effect of Suggestion—Reminiscences of a Previous Murder. 





(From our laris. correspondent.) 
Paris, October 4, 1909. Bois-de-Colombes, a quiet residential 
suburb, principally inhabited by Parisian business men of the 
middle class, hag just been the scene of the tragic death of a 
pharmacist under circumstances that strongly suggest willful 
murder by his laboratory assistant 
The Discovery. 

About 8 a. m. on Tuesday morning last, a customer called 
at the pharmacy of M. Bourrillet, 54 rue des Bourguignons 
close to the depot of the Havre-Paris railway for some. stick 
ing plaster. The shop was open, but appeared to be deserted 
She looked into a newspaper shop close by and asked; “Ilave 
you seen the pharmacist? | can't make anyone hear.” “The 
porter was opening the shop just now, and came to buy his 
paper here as usual,” replied the newspaper vender, ‘The news 
spread, and finally the neighbors, calling in) passing policemen, 
entered the house and made a thorough seareh for the phat 
macist and the lad, Gustave Biot, who had entered his service 
as porter about a fortnight before 

These two were known to be the only legitimate occupants 
of the premises, for Madame Bourrillet and her family were 
away in the country for the summer; and the assistant, i was 
understood, was also taking his annual holiday. On the other 
hand, M. Bourrillet was so nervously careful about never quit 
ting the shop it is said that he would lose the sale of a bottle 
of mineral water rather than go down into the cellar to fetch 
it while the pharmacy was open that all kinds of conjectures 
were rife. Tle was not a robust or cheerful man, and was 
known to suffer from heart disease and other ailments, 

All the inner doors were open, and finally a trap door in 
the rear part of the pharmacy attracted the attention of the 
searchers, ‘They lighted candles, and descending the little wind 
ing staircase leading to the cellar,-stumbled on Gustave Biot. A 
glove was thrust gag-wise into his mouth and he appeared some 
what dazed and breathless, A little further on, at the foot of 
the staircase, close by the rack of mineral water bottles, lay the 
pharmacist himself, flat on his back, pale and motionless. His 
body was already cold. It bore no conspicuous outward marks 
of violence sufficient to account for his death, but his collar was 
somewhat crumpled, as if he had been taken by the throat and 
strangled, 

Biot was removed to a neighboring pharmacy, where he was 
attended by a doctor. He explained that while he was washing 
the shop floor as usual, M. Bourrillet called him from the cellar; 
but as soon as the young fellow put his foot on the stairs to 
descend he felt a violent blow on the head; a gag was thrust 
into his mouth, and he fell insensible. 

The Confession. 

But the police were suspicious and kept Biot in custody. He 
" He had, he ad- 
mitted, had a dispute in the cellar with M. Bourrillet. The 
pharmacist accused his porter of stealing his wine, and (the 
latter states) struck him and called him a thief. The young 
fellow retaliated by seizing his accuser by the throat, and, after 


finally decided to “make a clean breast of it. 


a struggle, threw him down. Death, he pretends, would have 
been the result of the shock and excitement acting on a weak 
heart. Probably the post-mortem will throw more light on these 
points, 

Precedents and Parallels. 

In the meantime, all Paris is commenting on the resemblance 
of this tragedy to two previous celebrated and mysterious affairs. 
The Steinheil case is too recent to need comment; in fact, Biot 
has practically admitted that it was this widely reported (and 
sull untried) case which suggested to him the idea of gagging 
himself. The murder of the pharmacist Lagrange, in the Place 
Beauvau, is still fresh in the memories of many on account of 
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its extraordinary nature and the mysterious escape of the pet 
petrator, On October 6, 1870, the laboratory porter at this phar- 
macy found the shop still closed when he arrived at 9 a.m. But 
the living rooms were open and in great disorder, furniture 
overturned and drawers ransacked, and bloodstains on the floor 
led to the cellar door, Feuty, the porter, fetched the police and 
lighted candles, and two dead bodies were found in the cellar 

Close 
by lay a to-lb. iron pestle, to which blood and hair still adhered, 
and a cash-box which had been broken open by means of the

He is 
supposed to have taken the train for Havre; but although he 
was reported to have been seen in a hotel near the Paris Rail 
way Depot three days later, the ablest detectives have since 
searched for him in vain. The pestle was sold at auction a few 
years ago and about the same time a letter arrived in) Paris 
addressed to a magistrate who had long been dead, signed “At 
nold) Walder,” and stating that the writer was returning to 
Paris to explain matters and prove his innocence. But up to 
the present, Arnold) Walder’s subsequent Life still remains an 
enigma, This latter letter was doubtless a mere hoax

Denatured Olive Oil. 

Paragraph 630 of the tariff act of August 5, 1900, provides for 
the free entry of “olive oil rendered unfit for use as food or for 
any but mechanical or manufacturing purposes, by such means as 
shall he satisfactory to the Secretary of the Treasury and under 
regulations to be prescribed by him.” 

The Treasury Department has just issued a circular of in 
struction to collectors informing them that olive oil may be ad 
mitted free of duty for use for mechanical or manufacturing 
purposes on the addition to each 900 gallons of the oil any of the 
following substances 


(a) 3 gallons rosin oil, preferably second or third runs. (hb) 
; vallons refined destructively distilled wood turpentine, boiling 
not lower than 160° C. (ce) 3 gallons mineral oil such as spin 
dle oil, or a rather crude kerosene (d) '4 gallon pyridin. (Ce)

Governor John A. Johnson Dead. 

Governor John A. Johnson, of Minnesota, who was prom 
nently mentioned as a probable Democratic candidate for Presi 
dent of the United States, died at the hospital of Dr. Wilham 
J. Mayo, Rochester, Minn., on September 2r. In an interview 
with a representative of the AMerriIcAN Druccisr, published in 
our issue for April 26, 1909, Governor Johnson spoke highly ot 
the training received by him in the drug business. We quote his 
words below: 

“It was a good business, One thing it especially taught me 
was to be caretul and accurate. | got in touch with the public 
then for the first time, too—-that is, [ really got to know peo 
ple, to study their characteristics and to strive to please them by 
being attentive and accommodating. It was fine experience for 
me, ‘The great particular good it did me, however, in the light 
of events leading up to the present, was that it gave me the 
opportunity to read and study that | had never had, and might 
not have had in any other occupation Ihe hours were long, 
from 7 o'clock in the morning until ro o'clock at night There 
were no dull hours for me, however, There was a small publi 
library in the village on which | drew, and several gentlemen 
hardly loaned me books that supplied me with a really excellent 
course of reading. The drug store, too, was the scene of many 
a discussion between men who were well read, and were at 
home on the current political questions of the day. I got to be 
quite a hand at an argument, and, naturally, to join the village 
debating society was the next step. It was this sort of discipline 
that laid the foundation for what ability that T possess now as 
a public speaker. I worked in the drug store for ten years, and 
was twenty-five years old when the editor of the local demo 
cratic paper took sick. His partner, H, J. Essler, was a practi

Making Medicines Expensive—A Lay View of the 
lariff on Medicines 


The following editorial from the Denver News gives an in 
teresting presentation of the liy view of the tart on medicines 

The bulky volume which contains the results of the extra 
ession’s tariff deliberations bears the title 

“An act to provide revenue, equalize duties and cneourage 
the industries of the United States, and for other purposes.’ 

\nd one of these “other purposes” might be fairly desertbed 
as a purpose to make medicines expensive, and to imerease the 
cost of combating disease. Whether this be due to a desire to 
encourage the collin industry of the United States or not, we 
do not presume to say. But the fact ts undentable 

If you take chloroform to avoid the pain of an operation, 
the beneficent United States Government taxes you for the

Vhere is 9 fierce retail drug war in Buf 
falo, contined for the present to the druggists on William street 
and led, as reported, by the Cahoon-Lyon, Vilma and THeegaard 
stores, They are selling bromo seltver for 3 cents, giving away 
various things and doing their worst generally Wholesalers 
say that the war cannot help making its way down-town and may 
spread all over the city. Some of the down-town druggists, 
who are also interested on William street, appear to have be 
come alarmed and have asked for a general conference of the 
down-town district, with a view to forming an agreement on prices 
there and so stave off the spread of the cutting to that district, 
but certain others, who have had nothing to do with the trouble, 
decline, saying that those who made it may settle it. 

In the meantime there is a general complaint all over the city 
that the drug trade is poor, so that full prices are none too much, 
Even the wholesalers, who are usually able to report brisk trade, 
agree that it is slow. They say that the trouble seems to be 
that though the people have got back to work again they have not 
much money yet and what they have is going to pay the debts 
they made during the dull times. It will take another year to 
get the drug trade out of the low condition the panic placed it in

PHILADELPHIA VIEW OF LOUISVILLE MEETING OF 
N. A. R. D. 





No Louisville Man Elected—The Outcome of the Election—A. 
D. S. in Control—The Los Angeles Meeting Reviewed. 





(From our Regular Correspondent.) 

Philadelphia, October 6.—The recent conventions of various 
state and national associations allied with pharmacy; the enact- 
ment and enforcement of new legislation and the need of ad- 
ditional laws, principally to discourage the growing traffic in 
cocaine, will all be fruittul topics for discussion and action at the 
meetings during the coming fall and winter of the many phar- 
maceutical organizations of this city. Besides these, the com- 
ing Pharmacopcial Convention is another future event which 
casts its shadow before. During the present month many of the 
city’s organizations allied with the drug trade have resumed their 
meetings after the summer recess. 

One of the most important of these was the meeting last 
night of the Philadelphia Branch of the American Pharmaceu- 
tical Association at the College of Physicians. Although the 
programme arranged, which provided for reports upon the an- 
nual meetings of the National Association of Retail Druggists, 
the American Pharmaceutical Association and the Pennsylvania 
Pharmaceutical Association, and discussions as to the probable 
effect of these meetings and their accomplishments upon the 
various departments of the drug trade, was carried out in a most 
interesting manner, the feature was that part which dealt with 
the action at the Louisville convention of the NA. R. D. and 
the alleged predominance of the members of the American Drug- 
gists’ Syndicate at the sessions and in the roll of officers. 


A. D. S. Dominance Dangerous. 

While no action was taken, it was indicated by the various 
speakers that the policies of the A. D. S. and the N. A. R. D 
were by no means parallel and that the latter could not but suffer 
from an ethical standpoint, and hence from a numerical stand 
point by the fact that all but two of the new officers were 
A. D. S. men. There was not the slightest aspersion cast upon 
the new officers personally. 

Charles Rehfuss, always a prominent figure at N. A. R. D 
conventions, had been selected by Henry C. Blair, president of 
the local branch, to discuss the Louisville convention and its 
accomplishments. He told of the various resolutions, referred 
briefly to the entertainment programme, the attendance and other 
features already discussed in the pharmaceutical press, and then 
took up a phase of the convention that is still a very sore spot 
in the minds of the Pennsylvania and particularly the Philadel- 
phia delegates, viz., the election of officers. Of this Mr. Reh- 
fuss said: 

Mr. Rehfuss Reviews the Meeting. 


For the first time in the history of the organization, the drug- 
gists of the convention city were officially ignored—our entertain- 
ers were not even honored with so much as a third vice-presi- 
dency. This may be accounted for by the fact that a certain man- 
ufacturing corporation has not a strong following of association 
men in Louisville. Pennsylvania felt that it needed and deserved 
a representation in the official family. It failed to secure one for 
several reasons. The national secretary was credited to us and 
at the same time claimed by the Chicagoians as being from Ilhi- 
nois. Territory that had in the past acted with Pennsylvania was 
split, and in this also could be seen the effect of another organiza 
tion 

These were not the only peculiar outcome of the clection 
There may be a difference of opinion as to whether or not the 
American Druggist Syndicate has gained control of the N. A. R. 
D., but when we repeatedly heard that this, that or the other man 
was not acceptable to the manager of the syndicate and consider 
that none of these unacceptable were chosen for office, we are 
prompted to conclude that the manufacturing corporation controls 
the N. A. R. D. today. In spite of this there seems to be no 
ground for criticism of the personality of the officers elected 
President Huhn is one of the oldest and staunchest supporters of 
the organizi ition, and the other officials are men who have had a 
large part in the creation and management of the association. 
Just what the future of the N. A. R. D. is, is difficult to say. 
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[he ensuing year ought to show whether or not the retail drug- 
gists of this country will support an organization with its present 
Tie issues. Perscnailty I have always had great faith in the 
U P. and N, propaganda as an issue to keep every retailer 
colstants in canon work, but whether or not the N. A. 
RK. D. can successfully handle this on a national scale with its 
present facilities is problematical. No one was more enthusiastic 
a year ago on U.S. P. and N. F. propaganda than myself, and I 
believe now that a great deal of ao0d can be accomplished. I 
am willing to give credit to the N. A. R. D. for their past year’s 
effort, but I feel that to reach Se success we all so earnestly 
hope for, the organization department of our association should 
give way to a propaganda department. The majority of the retail 
druggists of this country are organized and those of us who are 
so organized will keep on adding to our force, but how many of 
us are prepared to liandle propaganda? It is for this reason the 
N. A. R. D. should have propag: inda men, men who are able to go 
into territory, arrange joint mectings and address both doctors 
ind druggists intelligently on U.S. Po and N. F 

There is no doubt we have now in our organization department 
men who are fully capable of doing this if they are schooled in 
this class of work, but the first principles must be that they are 
propaganda and not organization men. Just as long as the men 
are allowed to believe as they do today that their success and 
position depend on the amount of dues collected, just so long will 
they never become successful propagandists, and just as long as 
they are unsuccessful in this character of work so long will the 
N. A. R. D. never be successful with propag: ah from a national 
standpoint. | ~~ woes help but feel the organization de- 
partment of the N. A. R. D. should be eliminated and in its stead 
we should have a lend equipped propaganda department. 
It does not follow that a man who was filling with enthusiasm the 
doctors and druggists on the advantages of using U. S. P and 
N. F. produets could not collect dues po hold together organiza- 
tions that now are a part of this great national body 

The most successful year in the history of the Philadelphia 
\ssociation was when they were using propaganda as an issue, and 
1 confidently believe more results were accomplished for our mem 
hers and we were at the same time placing pharmacy on the 
hieher plane as a profession, where she justly belongs 


The remarks of Mr. Rehfuss were greeted with prolonged ap- 

plause, particularly from the many retailers present. 
Life of N. A. R. D at Stake. 

In discussing the probable effect of the action of the Louis- 
ville convention, Frank W. Fluck, president of the Philadelphia 
\ssociation of Retail Druggists, declared that he felt that upon 
the policies pursued for the ensuing year by the N. A. R. D. 
depended the life or death of that organization He declared 
that the parent body had but two issues, and they were legis- 
lation and the propaganda. “Whether the latter,” said Mr. 
Fluck, “can be effective when the heads of the organization are 
identified with a manufacturing house, must be shown by the 
end of the vear. Already this condition of affairs is being used 
by the representatives of other houses, opposed in various ways 
to the manufacturing concern or the propaganda.” 

Outlook for Propaganda Work. 

in the opinion of Franklin M. Apple, one of the most earnest 
advocates of the propaganda campaign in.the country, it will be 
impossible to do any work of this character this year, owing 
to the moral effect of having as president of the N. A. R. D. 
a man who is also president of a manufacturing house which 
puts out secret remedies. He declared that by this he meant no 
aspersions upon the motives or ability of Charles Huhn, who is 
the president of the organizations referred 

The A. Ph. A. Meeting. 

Professor Joseph P. Remington discussed the Los Angeles 
convention of the American Pharmaceutical Association, and 
emphasized the great increase in the interest of the members 
in the commercial section; the accomplishments of the section 
on education and legislation and the inclination to make more 
strict the cocaine regulations of the country, and the strong ten- 
dencv to divorce in every detail the liquor traffic from the drug 
store He concluded his report with a touching reference to 
the serious illness of Professor Searby of California. 

Professor F. P. Stroup summed up, in most concise but clear 
expression. the doings of the Pennsylvania Pharmaceutical As- 
sociation’s annual meeting. In particular he discussed the rec- 
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ommendations of retiring president L. L. Walton and the pro- 


posed new cocaine law. 


Anti-Narcotic Legislation. 


Mahlon N. Kline, president of the Smith, Kline & French 
Company, wholesale druggists, in discussing the effect of these 
conventions upon his department of the trade, commenced by 
saying: “A manon my position doesn't know how long he ts gomg 
to live.”

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PRICE WAR ON IN BALTIMORE, 





Spreads from Lexington Street-—Tradiog Stamps Promote the 
Trouble—Baltimoreans Going to Richmond Meeting. 





(From our Regular Correspondent.) 

Baltimore, October 7.—The price war among the druggists on 
Lexington street, this city, is getting more and more aggressive, 
and the drug trade seems to be at a loss to know where it will 
end, First only general reductions in the price of goods were 
made to attract attention, Then one of those interested began 
to give trading stamps, thus still further cutting into profits, and 
the next move is awaited with interest, Of course, every expe 
dient resorted to by one druggist is immediately taken up by the 
others, and what is for a time an advantage, soon results in noth 
ing more than an additional scaling of the net price received for 


goods, 
Trading Stamps and Cut Prices. 


A trading stamp concern had noticed that the druggist who 
was giving the stamps supphed them only with certain of his 
own preparations whereon the profit was exceptionally large. It 
requested to be informed why he did not give stamps also with 
patent medicines, and was told that the proprietor of the store 
did not deem it expedient to do so, whereupon negotiations were 
opened with a rival, who promised to give stamps with all pur 
chases, and the contract was transferred to him. The first men 
tioned store thereupon secured another line of stamps and. since 
then it has been a case of who would give the greatest number 
of stamps, all this in addition to the cut rates which had previous 
ly prevailed and which brought the returns on articles almost 
down to cost price 

It has been suggested of late that some disinterested person, 
who has had no hand in the fight, and ean be depended upon to 
exercise an impartial judgment, be called on to act as arbitrator 
and effect some sort of settlement, but the chances of success are 
not encouraging in view of the reported declaration of the man 
ager of one of the stores concerned that he intended to get 
business by whichever wav he could: that he was there for this 
purpose and meant to make good 


The Fight Spreads. 


lo complicate the situation still more a considerable number 
of stores away from the actual scene of the conflict have decided 
to cut also, owing to the apprehension that their trade might 
suffer from the war, and the fight has therefore become the cause 
of a widespread disturbance, which is agitating the retail drug 
trade of Baltimore as it never was stirred before. There appears 
to be no good reason why druggists in other sections of the city 
should fear that they will be hurt, since, to get the benefit of a 
price reduction of perhaps three or four cents, a customer would 
have to spend ten cents in car fare, not counting the loss of time;

Essential Oils. 

Lhe most interesting feature of the market in essential oils is 
the speculation regarding conditions in’ the Messina essences, 
Before the earthquake, which destroyed the city of Messina and 
completely paralyzed the Sicilian commerce, the production of 
the essential oils of the fruits of the citrus family was kept track 
of through well organized information bureaus, and as these 
products went through regular channels it was possible for the 
dealer to keep pretty close account of the statistical condition of 
the particular otls in which he was interested. When the news 
of the earthquake first reached the United States the market was 
thrown into a panic on the assumption that all the growing crop 
as well as the stored stocks were destroyed. Time proved this 
to be an error, and so far as it is possible to collate reliable data 
regarding shipments it would seem that the volume of oils of 
lemon and orange exported during the past two months has been 
the disorganization of com 


even larger than normal Owing t 
mercial connections caused by the earthquake, no one was quite 
sure as to the statistical position of the product. Instead of being 
shipped from one port, as was formerly the case, they now reach 
the mainland through half a dozen ports and there is a corre 
pondingly increased difficulty in keeping an accurate account of 
the total quantity shipped. In the circumstances local dealers buy 
these products only as prompted by actual needs. We quote 
orange, sweet, at $1.00 to $2.10, which is* below our previous 
quotations. Bitter is sold at the same figure, Bergamot is some 
what easier at $4 to $4.10, and lemon is fairly firm at 80 to go 

Anise is quiet and rather weak at $1.05 and $1.10, with only 
a light demand reported 

Citronella is easier at our previous quotation of 25 and 27¢, 
which may be accepted as representing the market 

Clove oii is steady at 17 and i7'se in tins, and holders are

Arabic is in active demand from manufacturers at 7% to 14c 
for short, 19 to 20c for second picked, and 25 to 35c for first 
picked.
